PRIVATE FIRE ALARM AROUSES FAMILY 
OF FOUR AS BLAZE RAGES IN BASEMENT AND 
TONGUES OF BURNING GAS ENVELOP CELLAR 


Abe Popkin and Family Have Narrow Escape Making I heir 
Way From Sleeping Quarters to Street— Infant Carried Out 
by Sidney Popkin — Flames Fought Under Difficulties 


A private fire alarm system installed in the basement of 
a Mill street business establishment aroused the occupants of 
the apartment on the second floor this morning, and they made 
their way to safety through dense smoke and escaping g a s , 
which enveloped the entire interior of the building. 
The fire was confined to the basement of the Abe Popkin 
shoe store, 418 Mill street, after hard work by the firemen, who 
fought the flames under difficulty. 
The loss is estimated -ii 
about $1500 to $2,000. Mr. and Mrs. Popkin and their two 
sons made their way into the street during a sleet storm. 
Firemen have not as yet determined the cause of the blaze, 
which originated in the basement, and was confined there. I he 
damage which was done was due mainly to heat, smoke and 
water. 
I he entire building was choked with smoke and escap­ 
ing gas.
